These  Roses  are  safest 
for  the  amateur  to  plant,  as  there  is  no  root 
disturbance,  the  ball  of  earth  merely  being 
tamped  in  its  bed  two  inches  below  ground 
level. 

Roses  like  a well-drained  soil  with  a little 
clay.  Roses  do  better  in  beds.  Roses  like  full 
sunshine,  a free  circulation  of  air  in  summer 
and  protection  from  cold  wind  in  winter. 
Roses  should,  never  touch  any  other  variety 
of  plant,  either  with  root  or  branch.  A heavy 
pressure  of  water  should  never  be  used  on 
Roses.  Ground  bone  meal  and  well-rotted 
cow  manure  are  excellent  food  for  Roses. 
Bear  in  mind  that  Rose  beds  should  be  kept 
free  of  weeds,  and  especially  grass  and 
there  should  be  at  least  ten  inches  space  be- 
tween bush  and  grass  border.
